TRIUMPH OF HONESTY AND

County Chairman Berkicy Vindicated and the
Urganization Handsomely Sustained
in an Exhaustive and Forceful
Opinion by a Learned
und Able Judge.

FULL TEXT OF JUDGE BARKER'S OPINION
IN THE CONTESTED ELECTION CASE.

Fullowing is the full text of the opin-
ion of Judge Barker in the contested
election case, wherein n few of the old-
time party disorgunizers and disruption-
ist nttenpied 1o have the names of their
“fuke" candidates placed fn the Republi-
can eolamn on the official aliot to be
voted at the November election. The
opinion was recoived at the Prothonots-
ry's oflice ut noon Monday :

IVDGE DARKER'S OPINION,

IX THE MATTER OF THE ORIENTIONS TO
THE CERTIMUATE OF SOMINATION OF
MANASSES SHOEMAKER, CANDIDATE
FOR MIRECTOR OF THE POOR, AXD OF
EPHRAIM COLEMAN, CANDIDPATE OR
JURY cOMMISSIONER.

No. September Term, 1897

On Jane 2, 157, a certificate of nomi-
nation was filed in the Commisdoners
oflice of Somerset county, signed by Har-
vey M. Berkley as providing ofiicer and
Jacoh W, Peck and G, . Conutryman as
secretarios, setting forth that “ata meect-
ing of Committeemen or Retarn Jodges
of the Connty of Somerset, representing
the Republican party or policy of the
State of Peunsylvania, and being the body
duly authorized by the Repubhean party
or poliey of the County of Somerset (o
cortify nominations for the oflives named
below, held at the Court House in Somer-
s¢t Dorough on the 2Z8h day of June,
IST," Manasses Shoomnker was nomi-

! nated fur Direstor of the Poor, and Eph-

raimi Coleman for Jury Commissioner.
O July 10, 1807 n certificate of nomina-
tion was filed iu the Commissioners’ of-
fee, setting torth that *'at a mesting of
Return Judges of the Connty of Somerset,
representing the Hepublican purty or
poliey of the State of Pennsylvenia and
being the body duly authorized by the
Rupublican party or policy of the County
of Somersel Lo certify nominations for the
offlees named below, held at the eourt
romn in the Court House in 1he Borough
of Somersel on the ZRkh dey «f Tane,
18T, John H. Shailer was nominated for
Jury Comnmissloner, and Adam S, Miller
for Directar of the Pocr. This certificate
was signed by AL O, Beal as presiding of-
ficer, and by E, C. Weich, P. K. Moore,
J. A, Lambert and J, G, Emert as secre-

larjes,
Ubjections were filed to the first certifi-

ente on the Hth July, 187, by Adam S.
Miller and John H. Shaffer, and to the
second certificate on the 2ith of July,
1IN, by Manasses Shoewaker and Eph-
raim Coleman, and the issue, therefore,
i= between the candidates named in the
respective certificates ; iftheobjections to
either certificste prevail, the enndidates
named therein can not have their names
printed on the otficial ballot. If the ob-
jeetions o both cortiticales prevall there
will be o regularly vominsted candl-
date for Director of the Poor and Jury
Comnissioner at the coming election,

It order to properiy determine the is-
sue, we must look for the law of the case
to the “rules and regulstions governing
the Republican primary elections of Som-
vrsel County.” The At of June 21st, P,
L. 70, regulating primary elections, the
Latllot law of ING and the Act of June 22,
1897, all recognize the binding effect of
party rules and aceord o thew the foree
of Jaws, and they have always been en-
foressd Ly the courts as the law of the par-
ty adopting them. The roles and regula-
tions governing the primary elections in
Somersel County have been in force for a
number of years, and we guote such por-
tions us apply to this case. Rule 13 pro-
vides that, *the duty of the Chalrman
shull be to preside at meetings or ennven-
tions of the County Committee, nnd pre-
side at weetings or conventions of Re-
mirn Judges as president and with the ap
proval of the executive comnmittee shull
appoint members of the Republican par-
1y as Conunittesmen to All vacanecies, re-
move Committesmen for inefliciency or
dislogalty to the Republican party, se-
cure the printing and distribation of tick-
ots and election blunks, mafe assess-
ments on candidates for nominations to
defray expenses for announcing oandi-
dates for otlice, pay expenses of conven-
tion of return jodges,” ete.

PARTY RULES INTERFRETED

Rale 20 provides that ** ench candidate
tor nominstion shall furnish to the Clair-
man of the County Committee ol less
than 20 days before the day of primary
election, bis namne, the oflice for which be
i« & candidate, the township or borough
fn whivh he resides, with his post oflice
address, and pay i fee of "—(then fullows
the smpount to ba paid by the candidate
for the different offices, ranging from
£l for President Judge to §10 for Direct-
of the Poor and Jury Commissioner)—
* o be used exclusively as a fund to de-
fray the expenses of annoancing candi-
dates, in such Hepablican uewspapoers
of the county a4 shall be designsted by
the Chairman, printing tickets and elec-
tion blanks and such otbher nocessary ex-
penses for holding and eonducting the
primmary elections. The Chairman of the
Coanty Committee shall be eustodian of
the fands arising from said fees & * &
The Chalrman of the Conuty Committes
shall canse to bo printed separate lists of
all the cundidates for each office, with the
office designated at the bead of each list,
and farnish the Commitltesman of each
district with at least two coples thereof
for each voter who voied the Republican
ticket at the precading November elec-
tlon. These lists may be used by the
volers as tickets by stricking out or eras-
ing any name they do not wish nomi-
nated.”

Among the daties of the Commiltes-
men as set forth in roie 15, is * 1o procure
the lists of candidates fornished by the
Clhiairman of the County Committes,”

Rule I# provides, “that the Republi-
van party of Somerset county shall hold
its primary election for nomination of
eandidates on the fourth Saturday of
June of each vear ;" and rale 4§ provides
that *‘the Judges of Hiection of the sev-
eral precincts shall assemble In ponven-
tion in the Court House, in the borough
of Somerset, on the Toesday following

The facts just statea above and the con-
struction placed upon the rules would
seem almost sufficient of themselves to
warrant the withdrawal of the nsnes of
Milier and Shalfer from our consideras
tion as properly certitied candidates,
without considering the ressons why
they were not announeed by the Chair-
man and whether these reasons were syuf-
fictent or not ; in other words, as against
ssndidates who have been properly an-
nounced, persons who have not been an-
nounced should have no status, regard-
less of the reasons why they were not
qualified by previous announcement, bul
we do not care to rest our Jdecision on
thesa grounds, although apparently tena-
ble, but will supplernent them with fur
Lther reasons suflicient to our mind.,

Chalrman Berkley, from the time the
first candidate spoke o him in the early
spring, about having his name announe-
ed, until the Iast day for receiving the
vares of candidates under the rules,
copstantly asserted o all eomers that
there was notl saflicient money in his
hands to hold the primaries and that he
would bhold no primuaries unless the can-
didates agreed to secure him in the deti-
cit, and that the exact amount of deficit
could not be ascertained Ly him antil the
Inst 'l-l"" for
beenuse the proper apportionment conld
not be made among the candidates uontil
he knew how many there would be,
Shosmaker and Coleman were the only
candidates for the oflices of Dirsctor of
the Poor and Jury Commissioner who
agreed to pay their share of the amount
nocessary to be collected from the eandi
dates to defray the expenses of the pri-
maries and of the convention of return
judges. All the other eandidates were
potified and they all refased in express
terins (0 pay anything more than the fee
provided for in Rule 20, or failed and neg-
lscted Lo ascertain from Chairman Berk-
ley on the last day fur receiving an-
nouncements the amount necessary for
them (o pay in, he having previously ad
yvised all candidates that he could inform
them as to the amount necessary cn that
day.

It must be conoceded that the intention
of the rules is that candidates for nomi-
nation from year to year shall bear the
expenses of announcing their names, of
helding the primaries and of the conven-
tion of return juodges. This is clear from
the express language of Hales 13 and 20,
and we do not understand it 1o be contro-
verted in lhis ease. The expenses of
holding the primary elections in the for-
1y three districts of Somerset County and
of the eonveotion of return judges is con-
siderable, anc it was agreed that the fees
provided for in Rule 20 are not sufficient
in “off yoora™ when only minor oflices
are Lo be filled, but that 'he surplus from
years when the more (mportant offices
are to be filled, for which the fees provid-
ed are larger and when there are more
candidates, is expecied to make op the
deticiency in “oft years.” It seems o
follow then as a logical econclusion that if
thers was not snflicient money left in the
hands of the Chairman from the rear
1%%, which, sdded to the amonnts paid in
by candidates in 187, would pay the ex-
penses above referred to, that the candi-
dates in 157 must make up the deficien-
ey, and that the Chairman would have an
andoubtad right to demand from them a
saflicient amount respectively, and to re-
fuse to announes the tames of candidates
wha indicated their intention not te pay
their respective shares, just the same as

receiving annodneciments,

|

fused to pay the amoonnt fixed Ly Rule 20,
It is elalmed that the express language of
Rule 13 authorizes such an sssessment,
but whetber it does or not, it seems to us
to follow Ly impliestion or inference
from the rules as & whole that such right
oxisted, and several precedents for it were
proven o have ocourrad in previous
yoars. If the construction of Rale 13 is
not as contended above, the opposite eon-
struction contended for would compel the
Chairman to * pay expenses of the con-
vention of retarn judges ™ without mak-
ing any provision w0 enable him to eollect
sald expenses. The fact that some previ-
ous Chalrmen, as proven, had borrowed
the money to meet & deficiency ean hard

Iy be held as a precedent to require &
subseqoent Chairman to do the same and
make himsslf personally liable therefor.

WERE AFRAID OF MANDANMUS PROCEED
INGs,

It was sought to be shown on the hear-
ing before us that there was suflicient
money in the hands of Chairman Berk-
ley o eonduct the primaries, notwith-
ing his assertion to the contrary, and that
no Asssssment wWas necessury ; and wit-
nesses were called o give sstimates of
the probable cost of holding the pritna-
ries; but we do not feel that we ought o
he naked, or that we ean, ta this procesd-
img, settle a dispute of that character, in-
volving, as it does, Lhe opinions of wit-
nesses as to Lhe proper amount to be paid
Return Judges, newspapers for aunonnboes-
ments, and rent for places In which to
bold primaries,

1t sentns to us that if the difTerent ean-

didates doubted the statement of Chair
man Berkley that there was oot sufficient
muney in his bands, or guestioned his
right to déemand that they wake up any
deticit, the primaries belng especially nn
aflfuir of thelrs and not of his, and it be-
ing known to them that their names
would wot beanpounced unless they did
pay him their shares of Lhe nllegod defie-
it, the proper way fur them to have ob-
tained their rights would have been to
pay to Chairman Berkley the small
amount elajmed from each one, having a
clear right o recover from him their
shares of any unosed surplas, and more
cypecially sinee be had nofifisd them of
his willingness to rélurn any such sur-
plus to them., I, as alleged in this ease,
the clnim of I'mrkh-y to oullect froun can
Jidates an assessment in addition to the
foe provided by rale 29, and his fsilare o
wnonnoe their names, was a part of a
scheme to prevent them from baing votes!
for, the candidates oould very readily
have disarmed bhim by oomplying with
his demand, and the failure of all the
candidates to do so appoars to us like a
concert of action on thoeir part o disre
gard the rules of the party. Furthermors,
they knew on the il of June, more than
two weeks before the time for holding
the primaries, by the fct that their
pames were pol announcsd in the papers,
that Mr. Berkley did not intend 10 au
oounce their names or place them on the
tickat, If his reasons for not doing so
wara insuflicient, they hal a clear logal
remedy by appiying to the Court for a
mandamus, and there was ample time to
have the question determined, and, if
sacoessful, W «ompel him to anvounes
their names before the primaries and fur-
nish lists of candidates L the commit-
teomen with their nunes on. This course
being open to tham, and they knowing
that they could'ndt be lagally voted for
uuless announced, it was their duty to re
sort o it and pol to insist on their candi-
lacy wheu pot announesd, amnd oot hay
ing their pames printel on any ballot
farnished by the Chalrinan., If the rules
and regulations can be disregarded in
the manner attequpied In this case and
such action is encouraged by Lthe Coarts,
we see no reason why they ean not be set
aside at the will of every candidate who
soes fit to disregard them.

Muoch evidence was introduced ander
the offer to show that throughout this
whole transaction the Chairman was not
acting in good falth with the different
candidates und did not give them fall in
formation as to the condition of the treas
ury and that he concealed from them data
important for them to know, but we siill
think, 25 we frequently intimatel at the
hearing, that this is ot msterial to the
issua. The right of these candidates to
bhave their names printed on the official
bajlots can wpot be determined by the
question as to whether or not Chairman
Berkiey did his fall duty in the promises,
but the question is as to whether he and
the candidates together took the novessa-
ry stops to qualify the latter as candidates
under the rules of the party. 11 they did
not, they are not entitled to have their
names printed on the otficial ballot, re-
garidless of the reasons as W why the
proper steps wers ot taken,

We comclade that Chairman Barkley
was warranted by reason, by precedoat
and by a fair constraction of the rales of
the party in demanding of the candidates
that they pay or agree Lo pay their pro-
portionate shares of the amonats neces-
sary to enable bhim to pay the expen-
sis he was expected o pay under the
rales: and while we have intimatel
that we ought not to be ealied upon to
decide the question as to whether such an
assessment was necessary, and that he
was the sole judge as o whether an as-
wessinent wis necessary, aud that they
had their remedy il be was mistaken or
imposed npon them, yet we have no hes-
itation in saying that if ths precedents of
former years were followed it would re

quire more money to hald the primaries
than he had in his hands ; and we do not
feel called upon to reverse any of thess
precedents. It follows that Miller and
Shaifer, having failed to pay the assoss-
ments required of them, he was warrant
ed in declining to sunounce their names ;
and their names not baving been an-
noguced to tha voters of the coanty,
an 1 not having appear ed upon any list of
candidates furnished by the Chairman to
the volers, that they ware not legally
vated for and that no conveution of return
judges convened to coant that vote can
mako them legal candidates, and there-
fore the oljections to their certificate
must prevail.
A BEAIN-CLOUT.

It follows from the above that there was
but one candidate to be voted for at the
primaries for the oflice of Director of the
Poor and but one candidate for Jury
Commissioner; and this being the case it
is idle to say that it was necessary o
spend the amount pecessary o hold the
primaries, whether the Act of June Z
1557, applies to the case or not, (that Act
provided that where there shall be no
more candidates for any office than are to
be elocted to such oflice the persons re-
